THE CZAR TO HIS TROOPS. 

Kiscuzngrr, April 23.—The Emperor of 
Russia yesterday reviewed the Ninth Army 
Corps at Umerinka and Birsula. Addressing 
the officers at the latter place, the Emperor 
said: “If you should encounter the enemy, 
show vourselves brave, and uphold the ancient 
glory of your regiments. I hope the young 
men among you who have not been under fire 
will not show themselves inferior to their 
veteran comrades. I trust you may soon return 
covered with glory.” 

The Emperor also addressed the officers of 
the Eleventh Cavalry Division. He said be 
hoped their regiments would display the same 
brilliant courage as ever. 

Lonpox, April 23.—A fuller report of the 
Czar’s speech at Birsula snows that he spoke 
much more as if war was determined upon than 
the first sammary would convey. The Empe- 
ror began with the words, “Before your de- 
parture I give you my biessing,”’ and, closing, 
said to .the officers, “Good by, gentlemen:“ 
and to the men, Farewell, my children.” 

GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 

Kiscnsnerr, April 23.—The greatest enthu- 
siasm prevails everywhere among the troops 
and people. 

The Emperor sleeps to-night at Tirespot, 
where a review will be held on Tuesday. His 
Majesty afterwards goes to Ungheni for anoth- 
er review the same day, and will return to Kis- 
cheneff about midnight. 

GORTSCHAKOFP’S CIRCULAR. 

Lonvon, April 23.—A dispatch from Paris to- 
night states that Prinee Orloff, Russian Ambas- 
sador, has received Gortechakoff’s circular an- 
nouncing Russia’s reasons for declaring war. He 
proceeded to thé French Foreign Office this af- 
ternoon to communicate the circular to the 
Duke de Cases. The declaration of war is ex- 
pected to-morrow. 

THE PORTE TO PRINCE CHARLES. 

A dispatch of the Grand Vizier to Prince 
Charles of Roumania has produced a great im- 
pression. It is believed Roumania intends to 
consult the Guarantecing Powers as to the 
course she should pursue. 

THE CZAR’S HEADQUARTERS. 

Sr. Petzassone, April 23.—It is believed that 
the Czar and Empress will reside during the 
war, principally at IIlinsk, near Moscow. The 
Czar will probably return to St. Petersburg 
from Kischeucff before taking up his residence 
at Illinek. 

AMERICAN COMMERCE. 

The reports in some newspapers that special 
measures have been taken against American 
vessels on account of the transport of war ma- 
terial to Turkey are contradicted in official 
quarters. It is added that Russia's relations 
with America are excellent, and that any dis- 
turbance of them is carefully avoided. 

TURKISH STUBBORNNESS. 

The Russian Telegraphic Agency, commenting 
on the newspaper rumors that the Porte intends 
to dispatch a mission to Kischeneff, says en- 
deavors had been made at Constantinople to in- 
auce the Turks to send such a mission, but the 
Turks, in view of the vote of the Chamber, 
were not disposed to make any serious offer. 
Mere courtesy would not meet the requirements 
of the present state of affairs, and Kussia could 
not consent to take part in a comedy. Turkey’s 
only object in sending a mission would be to 
act a conciliatory part, in order to throw upon 
Russia the responsibility of the war, and per- 
haps to attribute to her the odious intention of 
territorial aggrandizement. 

MONTENEGRO.

Officie! reports summarize 
these declarations to the following effect: Both 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs and President of 
the Council stated in the most formal terms 


that Italy, after having acquitted herself of her

The information given by Canal Commis- 
sioner Brarmagp in regard to the effects of 
the recent freshet has a very serious concern 
for Chicago people. It seems that the 
freshet has started the Desplaines River at 
such a rate through the Ogden Ditch that the 
water from the South Branch is shut off en- 
tirely, and the locks are powerless to pro- 
dude a current from the latter. For a few 
Hays the freshet caused the South Branch to 
empty into the main part of the Chicago 
River ata rate which washed it out pretty 
thoroughly into the lake; but now the water 
of the river is almost stagnant, running 
meither one way nor the other, while the 
sewers are emptying into it more than the 
ordinary amount of filth and corruption. 
When we are told that it will be sixty days 
‘before a current can be started through the 
South Branch, the information conveys 2 
serious menace to the comfort and health 
ot this community. Chicago invested about 
‘three and a half millions, first and last, in 
deepening the canal with the single purpose 
of changing the current of the river and hav- 
ing it washed out by the waters of the lake.

For the first time for a third of a century, 
it may be considered that the black popula- 
tion of the United States have ceased to be 
the overwhelming and engrossing subject of 
American politics. Even from the days of 
the Revolution the question of slavery had 
been a disturbing one. It was a perplexing 
one in the Convention that framed the Con- 
stitution. It slumbered until 1820, when it 
was aroused over the question of admitting 
Missouri. That agitation was temporarily 
quieted, to be resumed at a later period with 
tenfold intensity. In 1844 the Democratic 
party challenged the anti-slavery sentiment 
of the age and of the country by setting 
aside Mr. Vax Buren as their candidate, and, 
with Mr. Pox, making the annexation of 
Texas its issue for the election of that year. 
Texas wes admitted as a slave State, with 


might be carved out of it. The Mexican 
war, and the “extension of the area of free- 
dom,” by acquiring new. territory to be in 
turn made into slave States, followed, Then 
came the Wiumor Proviso, and the country 
was torn from one end to the other by the 
question of slevery and its expansion or con- 
traction. From the date of the nomination 
of Potx, in 1844, to the present time, the 
negroes, in their condition as slaves or as 
freedmen, have influenced and controlled 
the politics and all the legislation of the 
country. Under the attempt to be both for 
and against slavery, the Whig party dissolv- 
ed, and the Democratic party, after trying 
for a while to keep up an anti-slavery wing 
in some of the Northern States, finally 
became the avowed and declared champion 
and defender of the institution of slavery. 


Mr. Cray, aided by the succession of Mr. 
FrLL Non in place of Gen. Tarzor, the anti- 
slavery sentiment of the country was over- 
whelmed by the passage of the act giving 
Texas $10,000,000 for adopting her present 
boundaries, by passing the Fugitive-Slave 
law, and by the passage of the acts establish- 
ing the Territories of Utah and New Mexico 
without the Wraor Proviso. The price 
given for these was the admission of Cali- 
fornia as a free State. This scheme of meas- 
ures was intended to be a finality of the 
slavery agitation ; but, in 1854, the passage of 
the Kansas-Nebraska act, repealing the Mis- 
souri compromise line of 1820, revived the 
slavery agitation, not to be silenced again 
during the lives of any of those then taking 
part in the Government. For the first time, 
anti-slavery agitation assumed an extent that 
redeemed. it from fanaticiem. All the 
Churches, except the Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic, hopelessly divided. Instead of be- 
ing a reproach and a disgrace, the term Abo- 
litionist lost its terrors, and, under the gen- 
eral name of Republicanism, the anti-slavery 
sentiment of the country became consoli- 
dated. In the Presidential election of 1856 
the Republican party made the test, th» 
„Solid South,” of course, voting against it. 
Then came the Lecompton fraud, the divis- 
ion of the Democratic party, the election 
of Laxcotn, the War, the abolition of 
slavery, the work of reconstruction, 
the enfranchisement of the freedmen, 
and the subsequent struggle of the colored 
people to be recognized as citizens, and pro- 
tected in their lives, and persons, and 
property. All these events follow in the 
regular progression of the slavery question. 
During those thirty and more years the col- 
ored race, as slaves and as freedmen, have 
been the absorbing topic of American politics. 
During that time no election has taken place 
that was not influenced and controlled by 
considerations bearing on that subject. It is 
remarkable how strong was the national ob- 
jection to any interference with slavery. As 
late as 1854 the Democrats had control of 
four of the New England States and of 
nearly all the Northern States. Public senti- 
ment had even survived the enactment of 
the Fugitive-Slave law. At the time of the 
enactment of the Nebraska-Kansas act, in 
1854, there were less than half-a-dozen anti- 
slavery men in the Senate. That act, how- 
ever, seemed to be recognized by the nation 
asan act of direct aggression on the part of 
slavery, and as a bold attempt to seize abso- 
late control of the Government. The Dem- 
ocratic party, as well in Maine and Vermont 
as in Virginia and Louisiana, boldly assumed 
responsibility for the policy. 

Politics, since the close of the War, have 
been occupied mainly by the African, and 
with fully as much popular excitement as 
during the period he was enslaved. The 
emancipation of the negroes was soon dis- 
covered to be incomplete without his political 
enfranchisement. This was a new trouble; 
the prejudices and antipathies of centyriés 
could not be overcome in a day, and since 
the adoption of the Fifteenth Amendment 
the political struggie has been to secure for 
the negro the free and undisturbed privilege 
of the ballot. This struggle has been a long 
and not a bloodless one, It has been liter. 
‘ally a new struggle for the freedom of the 
black race. |

finality.. The negro has been emancipated.

MEMBERS’ RAILWAY PASSES. 
Senator Jost. rn has introduced a bill in the 
Senate which prohibits the acceptance of a 
free railroad pass by members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly during their term of office. 
This certainly is a reform in the right direc- 
tion for more reasons than one, and it will 
assuredly meet the approval of the people. 
We trust the Senator will follow the matter 
up until it becomes a law, or find out the 
reason why it cannot become a law. Had 
such a law been in force at the commence- 
ment of the session, the labor of the session 
would now be ended. The two or three 
days of absenteeiam each week, at an expense 
of two or three thousand dollars per day, 
would have been saved to the taxpayers. 
Legislators would, to the extent of 
their manhood, feel more independ- 
ent. As well might a legislator 
at the opening of the session re- 
ceive a check from the railroad company 
for two hundred and fifty or three hundred 
dollars as a pass to be used every three days 
since last New Year’s. It all comes back on 
the people in the end, for these passes are 
charged to expense account by the railroads, 
and are added to the tariff for carrying pas- 
sengers and freight. 

Here is the Legislature impatient to ad- 
journ and go home, with the important busi- 
ness of the session scarcely touched, and not 
one bill yet enacted of general importance. 
The sessions have only averaged three and a 
half days per week, but the members 
have charged for seven. The chronic 
shirks have pocketed their seven days’ 
pay without having been present at 
the roll-call once in 2 fortnight. 
They have violated their contract with their 
constituents in absenting themselves from 
the Chamber to which they, were elected. 
They have remained away to attend to their 
own private business, and charged the State 
for services never performed. This is down- 
right dishonesty. If they stay away from 
their seats, they have no right to charge the 
people for the absent time. When the ses- 
sion ends, we propose to publish a list of the 
days each member was present in discharge 
of his duty and absent therefrom, together 
with the number of days’ service he charged 


the taxpayers. It will be interesting N

OUTRAGES IN FREIGHTS. 

Without any reference whatever to th 
reasonableness or unreasonableness of the 
present freight rates to the East, there is one 
privilege assumed by the railroads which is al- 
together unjustifiable, and works gross in- 
jury to all their customers. We mean the 
frequent and arbitrary change of rates agreed 
upon, Every few days the announcement is 
made that the officers of the Eastern roads 
have put their heads together and determin- 
ed upon raising or reducing rates from 5 to 
10 per cent,—now for grain, now for cattle, 
and soon. It would be difficult to estimate 
the damage doue to producers and Western 
dealers by this practice. A man who pur- 
chases wheat at $1.50, which he expects to 
forward to New York at the prevailing rate 
of, say, 25 cents per hundred, may go to bed 
to-night with a certainty of a fair profit only 
to wake up to-morrow trorning to find that 
the freight is advanced 10 cents, and not only 
his profit wiped out, but a severe loss en- 
epuntered. The same experience is made in 
flour, corn, cattle, hogs, meats, and every 
product and manufactured article of the West 
which goes East or to Europe for consump- 
tion. No factor isso important as freight- 
charges in determining the value of a com- 
modity at the point of production or ship. 
ment, and in exercising the privilege of 
changing at will the railroad officials retain a 
speculative power which is constantly a 
source of uncertainty and danger. 

This a feature of the railroad business to 
regulate which the State should avail them- 


“selves promptly of the principle of the Su- 


It is 
almost criminal for a few men who are in 
control of the railroads to deprive merchants 
and dealers of their legitimate profits, and 
deceive the farmers and manufacturers of the 
West by sudden and unnecessary changes in 
the freight-tariff.

Prescott, A. IT,, April 18,.—Prescott is the 
thriftiest, most thoroughly American town I 
have secn in the Territory. There are but few 
Mexicans here, and, being built by Americans 
with American ideas of what atown ought to 
be, there is an absence of adobe structures 
which form the chief part of the residence and 
business portions of the other places I have 
visited. Most of the houses are of brick and 
wood, two and three stories in height, solidly 
constructed and with good architectural taste.

Prescott is 
not far enough north to have a aool climate 
though it does sometimes have light falls of 
snow in winter, aud 6tcasional frosts. The sum- 
mera, too, do not attain to that extreme and 
long-con heat experienced in the southern 
part of the Territory. From a report of the 
Signal Service Department for the year 1873 of 
observations made at Camp Verde, near 
Prescott, I find that the coldest day 
was in January, when the thermometer 
stood 10 deg. above zero. Themean temper- 
ature of that month was, however, 42 . 
The hottest day was in July,—118 deg.,—but the 
mean temperature for July was only 84 deg. 
Residents say the climate is delightful the year 
round, and very healthy. The mountains of 
Yavapai County will han almost inex- 
haustible quantity of the very best lumber and 
timber—enough to supply the whole Territury. 
But just now adequate means of transportation 
are lacking, as well as mills for its manufacture. 
Several mills and a sash and biind factory have 
however, been put up within a radius of several 
miles of Prescott dar

A lot of 5. 000 bu wheat was taken here yester- 
day for shipment toa mill in Sterling, III. The 
buyer stated that he can obtain no wheat at home. 
Similar statements are made from other points, 
and there are few now who doubt the claim that 
there is a comparative scarcity: of wheat in the 
Northwest. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 

active yesterday, and averaged higher, though 
most of them opened out too strong for perma- 
nence. There was little excrtement except in 
wheat, which jumped up 5Xc inafew minutes 
under increased competition to buy and less desire 
to sell. The news from the Old World was decid- 
edly warlike, and the; great majority of operators 
seemed to regard war between Russia and Turkey 
as a fixed fact, with more or less of probability that 
other European Powers will be imvolved im the 
struggle. It is reported that England is arming, 
and that the channel fleet has been ordered to the 
Mediterranean. The news brought out bayers fer 
produce, but mostly for future delivery. There 
wah little demand for cash stuff, except wheat, and 
the shipping movement was slow, though the re- 
corded outgo exceeded the receipts. The arrivals 
of corn and hogs were fair in volame; of other ar- 
ticles rather light. 
The most curious point in the present condition 
of produce is the relative feeling in wheat and corn. 
The pound of wheat is now selling at just about 
three times as much as the pound of corn, taking 
No. 2 jn each case; yet the first is strong, while 
the latter is weak. The secret of the matter is 
that the wheat is scarce, while corn is—well, we 
may quote the language of a party in the trade: 
Everything is favorable to the ball side in corn, 
except the insignificant fact of big stocks every- 
where!” That little sentence telle the whole 
story about this one; and exactly the reverse is 
true of the other. 

There were rumorsinthe afternoon of several 
suspensions, but none of them were verified. Some 
two or three firms did not respond to the call for 
margins, but promised todoso to-day, und the 
differences are not large. One leading firm was re- 
ported to be in trouble, but it was emphatically 
contradicted.

Sugar continues excited and ad- 
vancing, both raw and refined grades being held a 
full Me higher than on Saturday. .Coffees and teas 
were stronger, owing to the advance in gold. In the 
fish market mo changes were reported. Dried 
fruite were in fair request, and most lines were 
firm,—prunes, currants, and apples especially so. 
No important new features were developed in the 
butter and cheese markets, trade continuing dull 
with prices unsettled and declining. The oil trade 
displayed fair activity, and Saturday's prices were 
generally adhered to. Pajnts and colors were also 
meeting with considerable attention, and were 
steadily held. Leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, 
and wood were unchanged. 

The offerings of cargo lumber were larger yester- 
day than on any previous day of the season. The 
market was dull and weak, the large stock at the 
yarde preventing local buyers from taking hold 
with their usual freedom at the opening of the sea- 
son. Trade continues fair at the yards at irregular 
prices. Building materials were in moderate de- 
mand, and business promises to be good when new 
materials, especially brick, are im the market. 
Wool and broom-corn were quiet. Seeds were 
rather quiet and generally steady, the offerings 
being moderate. Poultry was scarce and steady 
under a comparatively fair inquiry. Potatoes con- 
tinue firm.

THE THUNDER STORM. 
A CLO8B CALL. 
Tue terrible e lap of thunder heard down town at 
half-pagt 4 oc ock yesterday afternoon indicated 
that something comparatively near by ‘had beer 
struck by lightning, and an investigation proved 
that a horse kad been instantly killed, and a man 
standing alongside of the animal temporarily dis- 
abled. John Temple, grocer and saloon-keeper at 
No. 469 North Clark street, near Division, had just 
put his horse into the barn in the rear of his place 
as the rain began to fall. While in the act of 
tting his bands on the horse's body to remove 
Eee hates. he heard a h noise, and remem- 
bered nothing more until be some one cry 
out John.“ Ilie nephew, a little boy, saw 
‘*fire in the barn just as he stepped from the 
building into the and ran into the house and 
told several people there that the barn had been 
struck 2 They had heard the sharp clap 
of thunder, and looking toward the barn, which is 
few feet distant, saw smoke 
from the chimney. Two men 
it to Mr. Temple's assistance, 
and when they reached him they found him in a 
half-sitting posture, theadesd horse lying on his 
knees. vs eyes were * about, and he 
seemed like an insane man. Lie was pulled from 
under the animal, and carried into the house and 
a physician sent for. His limbs were partially 
parelyzed, and his right arm 
dead.“ An hour was spent 
bing him down to restore the circulation, 
and he was then able to walk. He was conscious 
all the while. His right arm, however, did not 
come round for an bour later, and last even- 
ing it was not entirely restored to its normal con- 
dition, being very much swollen. 


that he saw fire on the horse's flanks, and then 
became »nsensible. He remained so fora second 
or two, and, when he was able to take in 
the surroundings found himself in the 
position described above. His legs, which were in 
contact with the horse after he was knocked down, 
felt as ifthey were burning. The electric fluid 
entered the.chimney of the barn, the second story 
bet the dwelling-place of John Herbst. it 
knocked down the stove-pipe, put out the fire, 
went to the edge of the zincon which the stove 
stood, chipped a piece out of the floor, and went 
through crack and into the body of 
the horse, which was directly underneath. 
A shoot followed some nails in a stanchion 
down to the ground flooring, ran across to another 
post and ascended it, chipping out pieces here and 
there. The lightning was cold,“ and therefére 
did not set the barn on fire. The **smoxe’’ seen 
coming out of the chimney was undoubtedly soot. 
The escape of Temple was marvelons, he bein 
within two feet of where the fluid came throug 
the boards. Had his hands been on the horse it is 
probable that the shock would have killed him, since 
as it was, the electrigity remaining in the body of 
the horse after death Made his lers durn. No 
mark was observable on the animal beyond some 
scratches received in falling.

Hiyps Pan, April 23.—Commenting upon my 
letter you were kind enough to publish yesterday, 
referring to Hyde Park taxes, etc., you speak of 
the immense appropriations" the southern por- 
tion have been demanding, as if that was really the 
case, The people and taxpayers of the southern 
half of the village have no kw@wiedge of these im- 
mense demands, as they have not been made ex- 
cept in the partial imagination of jealous and am- 
bitious persons. The people elect the tees, 
and have found that honest and proper action can 
occur. even if they are located north or south. The 
Village law is »mperfect. The Trustees should not 
consist of an even number, nor be elected by gen- 
eral ticket. 

A few words more: Ten years ago thirty sections 
of land of what is now Hyde Park were 
legislated out of the Town of Calumet without 
even giving residents or owners of land ithe ter- 
ritory a chance to protest or remonstrate, Since 
that time until within the past two or three years 
the taxes have been very largely increased upon 
the annexed territory without any corresponding 
expenditures. 1am quite familiar with the figures 
aid and expended in 4 general way, and know 
Pull well that the amount expended during this 
period in the annexed sections is much less than 
the taxes paid, however small they may be or have 
been. 

With reference to the bonded debt of $6279, 000, 
it cannot be shown that any —— oy of the pro- 
ceeds have been used for the benefit of the south- 
ern portion of the village. The interest has been 
paid from the general tax, and a percentage of the 
water-pipe specials is paid out of the general tax.

In an editorial upon the sub- 
ject of Hyde Park in your paper this morning, the 
reasons given for the annexation of the south half 
of the town, ten years ago, was to clean ont the 
stinks.” This. as 1 know, was an afterthought, 
and in that fight 1 took an active part, and some 
youd law was placed in the Supreme Court de- 
cision. 

Now that the air is pure down south, and as the 
result of toil, energy, and capital employed, a 
gieam of possible sunlight beams oat from that 
**stolen-in region that any Hyde Parker need 
not be ashamed or jealous of, and a few voters 
now reside where there were less than ũfty. the cry 
is, Kick them out, and leave upon their lots and acres 
a bonded debt beyond the preecnt constitational 
limit, the tax to be annually levied and increased 
as the South End may possibi eon ge All this 
is wrong, and will not stand the test of equity or 
fair dealing, and. as one of the South End resi- 
dents, I shall, as in the past, only ask for our 
just rights and nothing more, and hence protest 
against the inflamma ory stories that have been 
started to help the unjust Division bill through a 
Legislature that we think will not respond to this 
unreasonable demand.
